It 
ia tui iiiiplictiLiou IV'r letivo tu [iriiseouto a 
bill iif review of auits, one in tho CVninly 
Court and diio in tho Sn))reiue Court, 
adjuilieated upon in dilFeront staoes by 
four judges of I lie .Sii]ii enio CourL sittiiif;

-1. That on ."ith .laiittaiy, la8S, Turner, 
Beelon »t Co. leeovereil a judgiiieiiL 
ttijaitist Haid .-Vtwell King in tho county 
court-, under a .short .service auniuions for 
3^137.20 und costs. (Sec 53 Co. Ct. .luris- 
diction Act 1888). By an aiuuiiding act 
passed in 1887, No. 3.'>, the judgment 
HO recovered is to he taken to be lir^U'^hl.

FUnXHER PARTICULARS. 

The throo-niile ruco for the eham[iioii- 
ahip of America and JJo.OOO, between 
Teeinor, of Pennsylvania, and O'Connor, 
of Cniiada, was rowed on the Potomac 
this afternoon and easily won by O'Con- 
nor. The Canadian led at the start, and 
kept it through the race, winning by si>. 
lengths. Time of winner was 21.29. 'J Ik 
conditions under which the race waa 
rowed wore not altogether favorable. The 
water was disturbed- by a alight ripple, 
which increased to a distinct wave to- 
wards the finish. There was a. chilly 
breeze from the west, and a heavy cur- 
rent made the return trip a very slow 
one. At three o'clock, tho time aet for 
the race, tho left bank of the river at the 
starting point, and for several hundred 
yards below, waa liiiod with crowds of 
people .ataudiiii; twenty deep. The veran- 
dahs of the various boat clubs were also 
crowded. In all not less than 15,000 
people witnessed the start and finish.

The start was delayed by the discovery 
that the anchor linos of a dredge wore in 
the middle of tbe coiu:se, and an hour 
was wasted in removing them. At 3:55 
tho referee's boat, which contained also 
reprosQiitatives of tho press, who were 
compelled to pay O'Coinior's backer 
liberally for their acconiniodatiou, 
steamed up to Teenicr'a headquarters and 
tha referee ordered him to prepare.

Collogo sooiiia 
til have lahi ii all the intellectual vigor 
i.hey pnssrrsi'il niit nf (heiii. They have 
expi'iiih'il all Iheir ener{,'y in ahsorbiiiL' 
and they have imne hjft fur utilizing what 
they have loai iinl. The chief end of man 
was to them tn ))re|iaro for aii.sweriii/,' 
ijuestions, and when there wore no ninre 
questions to bu answered their occupation 
appiJured to ho gone. The British Gov- 
ernment is to a very great extent reapon* 
(liblu for the hurtful promtnunce which ia 
flow given in uU educational iustitutiuns, 



from the highest to the lowest, to oxam- 
iiiatiiiUH, It has introduced a sysioin of 
examinations for tlio civil sorvico by 
which the attention of the candidate is 
directed, not to tho duties he ia to per- 
form after his appointment, hut to the 
li'Hsoiis ho must loani and tho uxainina- 
tiona he must pass in order to be in a 
position to obtain tho aiipointmonb. This 
evil is nob forgotten by the einirietib Pro- 
testers. "We protest againab the assigning 
of Governmenb positions by conipebion— a 
system which sets an evil example 
throughout the country and which does 
itof ensure tlie. clwice of tlie most Jit. That 
tlju Govoriinient almiild reijuirud a high 
class of knowled;.;o and iittainmeiit from 
tlioao soukini,' fur its appnintiiioiits is 
reasonable; but the ditlieulties which 
ntteiul the Hi'loctinn .sliniihl imt be allmveil 
to bring upon upon us in wholesale fash- 
ion (though indirectly) the groat evils 
which result from competitive examina- 
tions." The Protesters would have stu- 
dents seek knowledge for its own sake. 
Thoy would have youni; men and young 
womoii educated with a view to tho duties 
tlioy will have to porfurm in life, and net 
as if thoy were so many human parrots, 
'^riuiy say: "W'e can uiily linpe that with

THK KLKCTORAb ("OLLKHK. 

Although the vote liaa been taken antl 
the result ascertained, tho President of 
the United States is not yet elected. A 
very important part of the business has 
yet to be performed. As most of our 
readers know, the electors on the fitli of 
tile present month did not vote directly 
for the President. They voted for Elee- 
tnrs who, according lu a form which has 
now hecniiie a tictinn, are to aeleet the 
man who is tn he the I'reaident of the 
United States. The object of the founder 
iif the Republic was to lift the elejtinii of 
I'resideiit and N'ice- rresidrnt abnve the 
|iassinns of [larty strife. Il was tliiniijht 
that tho electbra chosen would he nmi- 
partizaii, and that thoy would he better 
judges of the (jualiiications necessary tn 
make a man a good president or vice- 
president than the average voter. Each 
state is is entitled to as many Presiden- 
tial Electors as it has senators and 
roprosonlatives in Congress. Il 
was very anon fnund that it 
was impracticable to carry out the idea of 
tho franiers of the cniistitiilion. The 
electoral college alter Washingtnn's liral 
term heeaiiie i|uite as parti.saii as the peo- 
ple tlieiiisolvea, but hefnre the end nf hia 
second term tho electoral tickets wore 
nominated and supported aa partisans, and 
the whole theory of electors exercising 
.u\y discretion in voting for President and 
Vice-President expired with the cniilcsl 
hutweoii .-Vdanis and .letrerson in 17!"); so 
tci-day thoy are cnrreetly described as mere 
]).irty ministers nr trustees without dhicre- 
tion when elected beyniid casting tin- 
Presiileiitial vote of tho States which 
elected them. The electnis do nut even 
faithfully represent the cniiatitueiicies 
which delegated to them the jiower of 
voting for the President for they cnm- 
liletely ignore the minority of the Stale 
however large it may be. It can be under- 
stood how under such a system the candi- 
date of the minority uf the people of the 
United States can have a inajnrity nf the 
votes of the Presidenlial electors. This 
has taken place more than once. The .St. 
Paul I'iiinci'.r Press, writiiiL; on the subject, 
says : 

",Jnlin Quincy Adams was elected over 
•lacksnii in LSl'-l by the house although 
.laoksnn not only had a plurality nf vntes 
liver .Adams in the electoral college, but .'i 
phiralil}' liver Adams in tho popular \ iit,- 
of .")(), .'i.")!. L'lider our electoral .system 
the election uf 1870 threatened tn bi-red 
.itjriuiis disturbance in settlument, but 
this was prevented by the passage b\- 
congress of the famous I'ninpi-o.ni;,,. bill 
which was enacted .laiuiar}- L'li ami ap 
jiroved by I'resiileiit (irant January 
1877. Hayes thus became president al- 
though the i niint in the south gave Tiiden 
11 pnpiilar m.ijni-itvnf ]ri7,()00aiid a iilu- 
i.-ility nf L'."il),()(l(l." 

It ia asserted that in the eleelinii which 
lias just taken place miu-.; \'oi(.'s were 
polled for Mr. Cleveland i he uiisiicci^s 
ful oandieate tlian for (General Harri- 
son, who will be declared duly elected. 
This can easily bo accounted for by the 
fact that Cleveland's majorities were very 
largo and Ifariiaun's very Hinall. If the 
u-hiilo nf .Vew Vnrk state had vnted fur 
llarrianii he wuiilil unt have any more 
or any fewer vutes fniiii I hat .state in the 
electoral college than he has now when 
very little more than ii.df I he pn]iiilai- 
vote of the state was polled in his fav,,i-. 
On the other hand if in Marylaml nine 
tenths ot the electors voted for Oleve- 
liind and one-tenth against him the 
whole electoral vote of the state 
would bo oast in his favor. 
There is no way of making his large 
majority in hia favnr in .Marylaml ollsi/i 
Ilia small majority against him in New 
Vork. Our readers will aim fmui this 
that it is ipiite possible fur a President of 
iho I'liited Slates hi he chnseii by a 
iiiinority ilie duly ipiiilili,,il eh-el nrs. Tli,. 
v<ite of tho Proaidoiilial elei-lors is tu he 
taken on tho first Momlay in ./aiiiiary in the 
capitals of tho soverul^statoa. "Whun the 
votes ar« duly counted andbho voto.taken, 
tho Executive of eitoli state trausinits a 
certificate of the eleotors appointed, giv 
iiig their names and the canvas of the 
vutus for each person to the Secretary of 
State uf the I'liited States who is re- 
(Ulirod lu publish i^iich eeitiHiates ami 
transmit copies tliiiredf in e,-ich llmisi! nf 
C'niigreBs at- its lirsl ineeliiig. " Cniigi-esa 
moets nil the .Seeuml Wednesihiy nf 
February. Two telleis are aiipniiiLed hv 
each House to whom are handed 
all cortilicatoB and document a pur- 
]iorting to be ceitificates after tluiy 
ahii.! have been opuuud by the PrusideiU 



c>f tho Senate, who is the presiding ufficov 
at tho joint meeting ot the two I louses of 
Congress. T!ie tellws count the eertili- 
eates. They compare tho votes and do 
claro the result to tho Prosidont of tlio 
Seiiato, who announces the result, and 
ai'ieh aiinounouiiient iiiadu by liw a 
HUllieieiit declaration of the electinn. If 
tlioro lire olijections lo any of tho certili- 
eatos, thoy- li^o heard by Congress and 
coiiaiderod by oBCh House separately. It 
ia (juito possible for the election of a 
Freaideut to bo made the subject of a 
general party fight in tho Congress, and 
after all, as was the case in tho Hayes 
election, to bo decided ineiiuitnbly. There 
aru many in the atates who mo nnt salia- 
lied with tlie way in which the the Presi- 
dent is elected, but I he i|ueslinn is a dilii- 
eull niio to hamlle, 1 1 is iiiueh mure easy 
to show where it is inadecpmle and unfair 
than to suggest a feasible remedy.

The jiidj^ineiit in tho cane of tho pi^li- 
tioner against Turner, lleoton & (Jo., in 
the interpleader auit, the authority on 
which the divisional court rolies could not 
poHsihly be biiidilii; on others than the 
partie.s to the .suit. It w.i.s the iiidf,'nienl 
of an inferior eoiirt of liiniled juri.idietioii, 
not of eonenrrent juri.sdietioii, beyond 
§1000. In wa.s not a jiidyiiient in riin. 
it barely operated on one 24th part of the 
subject matter in dispute— $337 out 
o't $8,000. Tho act under which tliat 
jnd;4iiient, was oblaineil deel.ared th.at the 
ainonnl recovered w;ei to be .-iiid enure 
for all tho erediLor.i ol the p uiy .suinnion- 
ed. What was to beoonie of th • diller- 
ence between tho 4>;i;i7 and the .i^-i.OUO.' It 
cannot be said — because the petitioner 
failed in that Suit — which from cevt.iiii 
circumstances became final ;is bclwein 
himself and Turner, Beeton it Co., Ihat 
therefore ho ccmld not defend a;^ainrtl any 
other per.soii who ini;_,dil try to L;el the 
balance of the .SS.dl"' or li..- pn.peily for 
which the >:^,S,IIIH1 «a:i paid by Hn^ peti- 
tioner. If the petitioner ua.s estopped by 
the jiidL;iiieiit, ill that cese, tho hank and 
other creditors of KiiiL;, llie parties on 
tho other .side I'or wh ae benelit by 
statute the 'rnriier, Ueeton judi;nient was 
to cnnre, iiiiist iMpially be estopped, and 
tho C'ulisi ipienoe would bi'tliat a .statute 
intended to pruveni fraud ulnn tr.ausfers 
of properly by in.soiviuii dubtoia eolild be 
made the yreauu ins! Hiiiienl of fraud. 

'J'iio learned chief justice considered 
that as between the bank and D,i\ ies 
what had taken place bttweon Turner, 
Beeton and Davies was re.i iuier iilin.s 
orfd and not binding on tiie bank or 
L>avies as between them. 

A di-itinclioii hs kj yc.< inlvr iiUns avia 
is well recognised as to where a judgment 
is olFored in evidence to establish the 
mere fact, that a verdict was given or a 
judgment pronounced between the .same 
parties, and where it is offered between 
other parties, as » i,ii;ins oj pronnii suiiir 
fact, whicli irt found by the verdict, or 
upon the supposed exi.steULC of wliich thi; 
judgiiienl can ahuio hu supported. 
In the latter c.ise the evi- 
dence will not in general bo ad- 
missible to conclude I bird p.ii ties. In 
the present ca.so the jiidLjiiienL is n.sed by 
tho divisioii.al court not for the pur|>ose 
of proviiiL^ a jiidi.'ijieni , lint for the pur- 
pose of proviiii,' I he tact I hat t he t muster 
of tho projierl}' was a fr.iud. It is not 
clear upon what prineipk! it l;oL before 
the divisional court. Their sitting was not 
on appeal from that judgment, it w.is 
not a tritil of the merits between the ijank 
and l)a\ ies, but siinp'y to consider whe- 
ther ,111 oiiKu- luad.t by the chief jus- 
tice tli.at an eiLpiiiy .dioiihl be lu'hl whet her 
ceiiiiin prope.ly llie Hank had sei/.rd 
under an execution a^aiiist .\l » idl Iviin; 
could bo claimed by Davies- a slat utory 
right and authority, 1st, for the claim 
ant; 2nd, for tho judge who orders tlie 
eiii|uiiy and as it ho happened, tho judL;e 
wlio ill thi:i case knew more than any 
other jiersoii whi.-tber as between the 
Bank and Davies eiiipiiry inlosiicli claim 
should lake place, and uho jiad onlereil 
it. Moreover, it i.s to be oliscr\ ed tlial at 
that time it was impossible to say as be- 
tween tho Bank and Davie.s what facts in- 
points might bo raised on tho pleadinus 
in that case to test tho validity of the 
Turner, Boeton judoment or its eflt'ct 

upon other parlies, or u| the balance of 

tho money e.xceedin-, .-r]' 

Ill testing the bank 'a claim tho ijoini 
might have been raised, that the bank had 
no claim boniiiso as one of the creditors of 

KillL; it WHS .'Stoppeil by the illdi;llUMlt of 
Turner, lie. Ion A I'o., who by statute 
were made I rustees for Kiiij^ s creditors, 
and their judi,'iiient bad been paid - for if 
Davies was estojiped so was the bank and 
the other creditors, tho ccMiii ijni trusts, 
and therefore tho bank could not under 
their execution seize tho goods a secoiul 
time a piopositiim most gratifying to 
Mr. .Mwell Kill'.;, who thii.s would pay his 
J^a.OUO didils ' by ii''''^!. Well did 
the chief justice say such ;i construc- 
tion would open the do'.r to fraud. 
It • is , not necessary iiure to .say 
whether auoh point coni.l be well takon or 
not. Evidontly these tind other eoiisid- 
■erations induced the chief justice t'l con- 
.sider that tho rule inhtr ulios tn-ln applied, 
and to refuse to reseiinl his order, allow- 
ing the parties to eslalilisli tliiiir riohts in 
the ordinary way. M.pleoviu-, as justly 
observed by the chief justice, the statu- 
tory jurisdiction of i\w county court, 
which is limited to SI. 000, might thus 
indirectly bo increased by iiiaiiy thou 
sands, as in this very case is contemhid 
that it covers the ri-lit to .'?,S,000 less 
But how can llie iiiiU;in(^nt of an 
inferior court of limited jnnsdicl ion stay 
tho action of I he siipnuue court in a suit 
in tho supreme court between other parties 
than those in the county iMUirl on a cpies- 
tion exceeding flie jurisiliclion of tho lat- 
ter, by $8,000 to ?1,000. A court 
cannot do indirectly what it can- 
not do directly. .As authority, 
it eun ha\e m> wei^iu, whatever further 
than respecl bir the reasona on which 
that jiid;,'iii. iit niui loundi'd, may inthi- 
cnce the ijecision of the Supicune Court. 
Whether tho jiid^^uient in tho Turner 
Beeton case was buinded on such good 
reasons OS to justify a similur conclnsion 
by the Supreme Court in a similar case 



may bo examined hereafter, hut so far as I of the county court,' produced in court 



tho present point g^^cu it ajjpoarj, with 
all deference to the Divisional Court, that 
the reason of tho Chief Justice for ro 
fusing to mscind his order of 14th January 
were sound, and in that respect thu error 
charged as appearing in the reKcinding 
order of the tlivisional court iiuist be con- 
sidered well taken. 

When tho other two parts of the divis 
ional court order are examiuod it is 
difficult to reconcile ,80jjne contlicting 
points. The order' appealed from was a' 
refusal of the chief justice to rescind his 
order in tlie suit of the bank of B. C, 
directing the triid of an interpleader 
issue to decide tho right of property in 
the goods. 

His order directing that issue was 
made on tho apjilicatioii of tho aherilf 
and contained the preliminary pro 
vision for the sliorifl's security 
and protection in carrying out that 
ordor reiiuired by and in accordance 
with tho |H-actico of the courts in such, 
cases. If tho order was can led out, the 
sherilfliad his protection under tlii^ order 
and the security iiaid in, if it was not 
carried out he incurred no risk under the 
interpleader issue, and had his full auth 
ority and protection undor theesecuiion 
to hold tho goods and soli. E.xcept by t he 
iiiter|)leader i-isue there was nol liin:< ex- 
ceptional in the case. Why the divisional 
court sliould protect tho sherill' any more 
than ill hundreds of oivlinary sides iiiuUu' 
exectilioiiH, does nol appear; but the ex 
traordiiiary ji.irt is, that the Chief .lus- 
ticu's order did protect him, for any ex- 
ceptional risk he ran; that order is re- 
scinded by tho divisional court, the risk 
la not run, but the protection thrown 
around tho slioriff by the divisional court 
is more than he could legally have de- 
manded if he had incurred the risk many 
times over. .\ot luily so, bill it ^^uu:^ fur 
ther. It forever bars the pet it ioner from 
prosecuting his claim UL;ainst the b.ink, 
and further orders that he shall bi iiig no 
action againt the sherill' f<n- anyi hing done 
under the execution, nor for any monies 
paid by the petitioner to the slieritf under 
the Chief Justice's order of the 14th .Jan- 
uary thus practically deciding the merits 
and results of the mam action broie^hl by 
the petilioner against, the sherilf which 
had never lieen heard, and in whii'h ihe 
sherill' had not even ])Ut, in a did'enci!. — 
and where the application before tho 
divisional court was simply mi an inter- 
locutory proceeding in that suit. Thus, 
in an action in tho supreme court in 
H hicll tho petitioner alleged that tlu' 
sheritriiad seized nearly ;<8,0(IO worl h of 
petitioner's [iroperty under an execuiioii 
from tho Hank of British Columbia, 1 he 
divisional court orders him to stopall pro- 
ceedings in his suit against tho sherill', be- 
cause, in the county court, somebody else 
had got tho better of him to the extent of 
.^.').".7 ill a nialler alleged to be the same, 
m- arising iml of the s.iiiie t raiisaci icpii. 

I'.y the 2nd section of the .\ct const it ill - 
iiig tho di\-isioiial coiifl (c. ."i, l,S,S,",), ihc 
divisional court, has all the powi'rs and 
authorities before held and exeiciseil by 
tlio full court in intei-locutoiy matters, 
and its judgment shall he deemed a judg 
iiient of the full court, and shall be e.\e 
cuted and carried outas such. A diligi iil 
search into the procoedines of the full 
court has disclosed no instance in which tliat 
court ever decideil i,|ion the merits of a en le 
unheard, or before a defence was |ml in, 
and made a linaland alisolute order barr- 
ing further proceeilings, liccansi' in another 
and inferior court, in another case beiueen 
other parties, a judgment had I ri ii i ^ n 
dered which, as bol ween tlio.se p ii , ie , in 
that inferior court, had been in,u!e linal. 

But, us the divisiond court has 
on tho face of its decision incor- 
porated tho Turner, I'.eetoli jndg- 
iiient with that onler, it becomes neces- 
sary to examine it. It was, as must be 
well understood, a judgmunt on an intur- 
[ileader issue in the county cinirt, in which 
the petitioner Davies was plaiiitifV and 
luriier, Beeton it Co. defendants. 
The latter had niidei 
against .-Vtwell King 
which petitioner claiim 
him by King ; a jury

certain questions submitted by the chief 
justice, who, acting as a county court 
judge, was trying the case. 

The learned iinlge considered tlii'se

That the answers to the questions 
put by the judge to the jury are inoon 
sistent with each other, without tho rider 
attached, and cannot possibly sustain his 
conclusion, and, w it li t he I'idor atUiched, 
directly negative it. 

Ih'd. That the conlirmation of that 
judgmont by tho iqipollato court, howovor, 
conclusive it may be betiveen the panics 
to that suit has no binding power or 
anihority in any otlier suit between other 
pari ies. 

Tlio lirst point has been twice deeiiled in 
the supreme court of British Columbia on 
argument before the full court In bnw, on 
appeals t.aken in tW'i cases, namely, h'.aii 
h'an, .Inly 2llli. I.S.S,""!, and in Wraighl 
r.s. Voutig, 21.it h .Viigii.it, l.S.S.'), in which 
cases the ]irinciple \ias distinctly laid 
down that in cases wliere juries ,are suiii- 
monod and swtn-ii the )iarliesare entitled 
to have a verdict, and the judge cannoi 
assume that power to himself (rii/i' Hunt 
vs. Chambers, 20 Clmiieery Division, 
370). 

In tho Turner, Beeton case, in which 
the petitiiMier w,is the c. ml ei id i in: p.irly, 
he waseiilitliMl to h,ave had from lliejnry 
a distinct general verdict covering all tho 
ingredients of tho case, not merely an- 
Bw-ors to the few ingredients tiio judge 
iiiiLdii |ioiiit out in certain questions, and 
among I hose ingredients undor tho con- 
cluding clauso of the 2nd Boction of tho 
act, (c.lo, LS.SO,) respecting fraudulent 
preference of creditors, namely: "No- 
thing herein coiil.ained .sh.ill invali:late 
(U- m.ake void any Iniiui Mc sale of goods 
in the ordinary sonso of trade or calling 
to innocent purcliasors," was the direct 
point, whether, under that clause, the 
petitioner's purchase wiis not a hina Jide 
one, in the ordinary course of trade, 
and whelhor ho was not innoeeiil, of 
any collusion with King to delr.aild hifi 
crialilors. The pijt ii icmer was entitled fo 
have had on that point the distinct an- 
8Wor of tho jury. Cloar-hoadod, practical 
buRineas men, aitting aa a jury, may pome 
to a most correct conclusion on tho whole 
case, and yet, be unablo to sliind a catc- 
chiHiii of ipieslions as to how in their sev- 
(U'al minds tsacli point wn.s ikMermined so 
as to make all agree. The right to havo 
the jury's direct answer, is one of the 
moat sacred rights the law gives a liti- 
:,'aiit. Tho anawora given by tho jury to 
the .juestiona aubmittod by tho judge rtro 
an iliuatratiou.

fiipin this division, d ccpiirt order leave 
IP appeal I'l the su|iremo court, of ('aiiadu 
,vas refused by one I'f the judges ipf thai 
livisioii.il cipurl, on the ground th;it it was 
not a judgment of the cipuix of linal re- 
.jort in tho province, though tho act of 
the province creating it said its judgment 
should be final. 

The next phase of this most oxtraordi- 
rv of extraordinary cases takes place in 
igkaiid.

Till' cp>uii»el for Turner, Beeton it Co., 
md t In- c.iunsel for the bank of British 
pilumbia and the sherilf, raise many 
I'ldinical pibjeclions to the niodeof ruiiiudy 
isked for, even so far as to say no error 
whatever apjiears on the t.aco of the judg- 
ment — that the reasons for the judgment 
constitute no jiart of tho judgment — 
w hich is embraced in the simple wor.ls, 
•'let judgment bo entered for the plaiiitilf 
or ilefciiilant" us the case may bo, and 
rpiiisiile of tljosc words j'oii ciuinot, look. 
It, wipuld be a melancholy waste of time, 
pf labor, ,aiid of learning and a mocker}' of 
|ii,;[i. i', if such ,L limitatiiPii could e.xist. 

The petitiipiier has exhausted every lU'- 
dinary mode by which, in this country or 
in England, he could obtain a hearing and 
he now asks that he may, tlupugh the e.x- 
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d pripcess of a bill, 
ave the oppcpri unity 
md his c,ise adjudic.ale 
t-onii^ ,such way that appeal may 
lo the highest courts ipf the Dominion (Pi 
llie l'hii]iiri', if he IS advised ho to do. 

The pipiiils raised alfect the iiileroiits of 
i:\ery business man in tho country. I 
ihaide none : Iml the bicts, the judg- 
iiieuls, the orders, the prpicecdiiigH, the 
statutes, the practice, the aigument be- 
fore ma show must decidedly a wonderful 
dilToronco of legal opinion, in tho a|)plica- 
lion of law to tho property and persons 
of litigants before the courts. 

1 havo been roiiiiiided two or three 
timoa during the argument that the four 
other judges of this court have agreed 
upon the ipiOMtion. That, of course, 
necessitat es I he most careful considoraiion 
on my part, but, fortunately, our courts 
are so const it iited thai ditl'ereiico of 
ippiliiipii on !iui bench creates no eiiibar- 
rassmeiit cpr ill feeling, each judge believ- 
ing that it is his duty to decide according 
to the host of his knowledge and his con- 
scientious convii;! inn. 

Ib'iidly Kiimming up, it is claimud, that 
the ])eliiioner pai.l ,«?H,0()0 for the goods, 
i^.'i'.l.'"! I.pi the sherill' under the eiocnticni in 
'Turner, lieeton it, Co. 'h case, and 
other sums of money under ordor of tho 
court in the suit of tho Dank, of British 
Columbia. Tlmt the goods tilemsolvoK 
Imvf^ been sold under the ovdiira of the 
court and tho amount of $(i,2,'!.'(. jiaid 
t herein, the amount of the h.ank's judg- 
miMit being lirst deducted. That through 
erroneous decisions of tho courts of this 
province he had been deprived of bis 
nioiiny, ids goods, and right of action for 
redress in this province; and waa de- 
prived of hia remedy by appeal to the 



privy council in Emgland by circuu- 
stiinccs which could not have been forseon 
orguardtid a s'aiiist by ordinary prudence. 

'That through nt, his conduct and actions 
have heou boiin jble and in accordance 
with l-iw, and he asks that by moans of a 
bill of review, he may have tt_ hearing of 
his case, so that an adjudication thoroon 
may ho had, and that he may he enabled, 
if advised so to do, to carry his niijieal to 
tho highest C'lurt of tho Dominion or of 
the limpire. 

It will be observed the granting this 
application concludes no parly; each or 
any defendant may raise his objection or 
state his defenco aa he may he best ad- 
vised. The only point 1 am asked to de- 
cide is, w hether tho petitioner has slmwn 
sutticient legal reasons to claim this oppor- 
tunity and this unusiial remedy. 

As far as I am able I have given this 
case tho most careful consideration, and 
on every princijilo of law, on every prin- 
ciple of justice, on every principle that 
divides right friun wrong, 1 think tlmt 
the petitioner should havo this opportun- 
ity and this remedy a.i against the Bank 
of British Columbi.i. 

The applicaliipii theref.ii- will be dis- 
missed so far as it atl'ects Turner, Beotoii 
,fc Co., but without cpirtts, they having ile- 
cliiied the oll'er made them shortly after 
the opening of tho case, and coiiliiiiieil 
opposmg tho application to its close. 

As affects the Bank of Brit i-sh Columbia, 
the application is granted with costs to be 
cipsts in the cause.
